THE latest Washington sensation is the 


letter of J. J. P. Newell, charging bribery in 
connection with the passage of the Texas 
Pacific land grant bill in 1869-70. It is re- 
ported that Newell holds papers which were 
formerly the property of one of the com- 
pany's man ^ :«rs. v> h ~> died without destroy- 
ing them, ai •< that these documents impli- 
cate seventeen men. who were then members 
of tjhe house, and some senators, in corrupt 
praptices. Newell has the reputation of be- 
ing, a professional lobbyist, who has been 
about Washington for 5 ears, and is supposed 
to liave had a tailing out v.ith the Texas'*Pa- 
cific people, for \yhoni he probably did some 
wozk when the bill was up.
